Celebration at Wrightsville on June 
28 of the burning of the bridge over 
the Susquehanna, thus turning/ back 
the .tide of the Southern armies in 
the march on Philadelphia, and in­ 
directly resulting in the ensuing Bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg on July I, 2 and 2. is 
necessarily of interest to those who 
will celebrate the Goth. anniversary 
of the Battle of Gettysburg. 
This event has a very close in­ 
terest to every York countian as well 
as to every Lancaster countian. 
It 
has to do With the birth of the Ameri­ 
can nation and also with tho preserva­ 
tion of the republic at the time when 
it was most critically in danger of 
a mortal split. 
To York city and York county its 
special significance is that the found­ 
er of Wrightsville named Lancaster 
county out of which in 1749 York 
county was carved. 
This gives John 
Wright and the borough of W rights­ 
ville an historical importance of its 
own in the county in which W rights­ 
ville ifc situated. 
The occasion itself will be the six­ 
tieth anniversary of the farthest east 
leached by 
the Confederate 
army 
(and, perhaps, the 
farthest 
north) 
during the Civil War. 
This occurred 
June 28, 1862, when General John B. 
Gordon and a detachment, dispatched 
by the Southern Commander, General 
Robert E. Lee, in a strategic effort to 
invade Philadelphia, was balked by 
the 
burning 
of 
the 
Suequehanna 
bridge by natriotic citizens of Colum­ 
bia and Wrightsville. 
This spectac­ 
ular and truly m ater:ally sacrificing 
act in the Union cause was, doubt­ 
less, directly responsible for the Con­ 
federacy’s lo«s of moral support in 
Europe precipitating, as it did, the 
battle of Gettysburg, 
which 
imme­ 
diately sealed the belligerent South’s 
fate abroad. 
Wrightsville A Landmark 
By turning the tide of the Civil 
war, the Wrightsville event turned 
the tide of America into a recon­ 
struction stream out of which has 
poured the enormous industrial pros­ 
perity the country has enjoyed almost 
unbrokenly for more than fifty years. 
This, alone, establishes th ’.s most Sus­ 
quehanna borough as an epic and a 
landmark 
in 
national 
history 
and 
marks it as one of the nivotal histor­ 
ical points in the United States. 
Between this Civil war event which, 
Until now, has lain obscure and ne­ 
glected in American historical cele­ 
brations, 
and 
the 
founding 
of 
Wrightsville by John Wright, is still 
another historical significance and a 
direct patriotic link. 
It is not generally known that John 
W right, a Quaker, horn in 
Lanca­ 
shire, England, in 1667, ntHgrated to 
Chester in 1714 and appeared on the 
Susquehanna shore at Columbia about 
1728. In those days Chester embraced 
that which subsequently became Lan­ 
caster, York and other counties. 
In 
addison 
to 
property 
holdings 
in 
Columbia. Wright took un large land 
grants on the West bank of the Sus­ 
quehanna, 
establishing 
“ W right’s 
Ferry,” receiving his license to op­ 
erate between the two shores in 1722. 
W right’s position in the 
Colonie*, 
from 
the 
start, 
was one of 
very 
great 
prominence 
and politkal re­ 
sponsibility. 
He was 
in touch with 
the economic movement from Massa­ 
chusetts 
to Georgia. 
His intimates 
were 
the red-blooded 
Nationalistic 
leader*. 
He had the vision of a na- 
tion-builder. 
His 
mental slant was 
at 
his 
time 
what 
the 
slant 
of 
Schwab 
was during 
the World war 
when he 
built his 
bridge of 
ships 
across 
the 
sea. 
He 
foresaw

W right conceived 
that

threshed as soon as possible.

other precaution which should be taken 
against the insects which yearly ruin 
thousands of dollars worth of wheat 
is that of carefully cleaning bins and 
mowers before using them.
